• QUEfN SHENANDOAH XXIX, 
Laura (Miml) MacArthur, was 
crowned In Winchester, Va., at 
the opening of the 1956 Apple 
Blossom Festival last Thursday 
before 16,000 spectators. 

Sunny skies and warm weather 
prevailed as Miss MacArthur, 
dressed in a bouffant white gown, 
received her diamond crown from 
the Lord Mayor of London, Cuth- 
bert Lowell Ackroyd. The queen 
and her court of thirty-six prin- 
cesses and two maids of honor, 
reigned over the festival Thurs- 
day, Friday and Saturday. 

Highlighting the celebration was 
the presentation of a pageant, 
"These Things Endure,” by more 
than 1,000 Winchester students. 
The play depicted the arrival of 
spring and featured a tribute to 
Woodrow Wilson, whose widow 
was present. 

Other events during the three- 
day festival included the annual 
fireman’s parade Thursday and 
the grand parade Friday. This 
parade consisted of 246 units in- 
cluding sixty colorful floats and 
forty antique automobiles wtith 
drivers and riders decked out in 
“gay nineties” apparel

rounded out the festival's fare- 
well program, headlined by movie 
actress Cyd Charisse and televi- 
sion personality Bert Parka.

• SOMETHING HAS definitely 
been added to Student Council 
elections! For this year, instead 
of voting only for new Council 
officers and members, students 
will also be asked to give their 
opinions on Campus Combo and 
eleven proposed constitutional 
changes. 

The eleventh amendment to the 
Student Council constitution was 
added to the list of proposed 
changes just last week. This 
amendment, which states that 
future Council elections will b« 
held in February instead of in 
May, as is done at present, was 
discussed at such great length at 
last week’s Council meeting that 
a special meeting had to be held 
the next day to finish the discus- 
sion. At the regular Wednesday 
night meeting, the necessary two- 
thirds vote could not be obtained 
because only slightly more than 
two thirds of the Council mem- 
bers were present. At the special 
Thursday meeting, discussion was 
continued and the amendment 
approved. 

For Efficiency 

Originally proposed by Mem- 
ber-at-Large Dick Sincolf, the 
new amendment Is Aimed at 
making the Council more efficient. 
The amendment would also re- 
lieve the senior members (which 
comprise at least 50% of the 
Council at any one time) of the 
added burden of Council duties 
tn their las{ semester. As Mr. 
Sincoff pointed out, active seniors 
are "really loaded up” during 
their final semester, because in 
addition to studies, extra-curricu- 
lar activities and, quite often, 
part-time jobs, they are also re- 
quired to take numerous senior 
exams and attend to many other 
things at this time. 

President Roy Barnard was also 
very much In favor of the amend- 
ment, saying he thought It was "a 
very excellent idea." He said that 
“the new Council coming in at 
mid-year would operate at a 
higher peak of efficiency.” Mem- 
bers would be fresh and eager to 
tackle their Jobs, and t!he summer 
vacation coming In at the middle 
of their term would serve to re- 
fresh and revitalize them. 

Terms Reduced 

It this amendment Is approved 
by Student* Life and the student 
body, it will go Into effect immedi- 
ately, thereby reducing the term 
of the 1956-57 Student Council by 
two months. 

Also discussed at last week’s 
meeting were plans for May Day,

octor Writes New Paper 
bout The Common Cold

• “THE COMMON COLD,” Is the subject of a paper by Dr. Mary Louise Robbins, associate 
professor of bacteriology at the University School of Medicine. 

Some of her many contributions to science have been her studies and research on 
influenza, poliomylitis, and fever blister. 

The "common cold” is ai 
to Dr. Robins. Allergies, often 
resembling colds, are not in- 
fections and are therefore not 
really “colds.” 

Little progress can be made In 
studying the cause and treatment 
of an infectious disease until the 
germ can be grown in the labo- 
ratory, Dr. Robbins says in ex- 
plaining why it has been so diffi- 
cult to learn about the cause and 
treatment of a cold. Many viruses 
grow easily In small laboratory 
animals, chick embryos or tissue 
culture, and for years investigators 
have tried to grow cold viruses in 
these ways with only partial suc- 
cess. 

True Virus Disease 

Dr. Robbins says that we have 
made no significant progress in 
the treatment of the cold. She 
continues, the cold is a true virus 
disease, and there is as yet no 
specific treatment for any disease 
caused by a true virus. 

The only way to keep from get- 
ting a cold Is to keep away from a 
person who has one. The best pre- 
ventive measure, since this is diffi- 
cult and often lmposibld, is to 
keep in good general health in 
order to keep up resistance to all 
infectious diseases, says Dr. Rob- 
bins. 

Antibiotics Reduce Danger 

Cold viruses themselves do not 
cause serious diseases. It is only if 
the so-called "secondary bacterial 
infections” occur that complica- 
tions arise, she Jays. These appear 
in many forms, usually mild. The 
most serious are middle-ear infec- 
tions and pneumonia, she con- 
tinues. Antibiotics, directed 
against the bacterial infection, 
have phenomenally reduced the 
dangers of the complications. 

Colds appear mainly in cold 
%eather, but no satisfactory rea- 
son has been found for this situa- 
tion, admits Dr. Robbins. In 
answer to the question who is 
most susceptible to colds, she says 
the only generalization that can 
be made Is that children are. Miss 
Robbins also says for some people 
a cold can be psychosomatic in 
origin as far as symptoms are 
concerned. Of course, she con- 
cludes, this is not a true, infectious 
cold, but the patient feels just as 
uncomfortable.
